Fortunately, he turned out for 6-man football and 
was assigned to the Queen's Golden Gaels 
coached by none other than Joseph Younder, a 
much older senior student.

FR. MASSEY LOMBARDI '59 — A MAN OF PEACE AND HOLY COWS 

It was twenty-six years ago in 1984, when Toronto was celebrating its Sesquicentennial that the former 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliot Trudeau turned the sod on Toronto's Peace Garden in Nathan Philips 
Square. In 2009, Justin Trudeau told a crowd of 4,000 Catholic students gathered at the Square that 
"Peace is hard. We need your ideas; we need your vision; we need your dreams. Each and every one 
of us has the capacity to change the world." 

It was in 1984 when the Peace Garden was blessed by Pope John Paul II and in the same year inaugurated 
by Queen Elizabeth. At that time, Hiroshima survivor, Setsuko Thurlow, told the crowd how she 
survived the first nuclear blast on a civilian population when she was a thirteen-year-old student. 

What is of particular interest and concern for us is that it was Fr. Massey Lombardi '59, who conceived the 
idea of the Peace Garden, and who transported the embers from the eternal flame in Hiroshima's Memorial 
Peace Park and water from Nagasaki's Peace Park, to light the eternal flame and start the fountain in 
Toronto's Peace Garden in 1984. Massey, the pastor of St. Wilfrid's Church in Toronto, addressed the 
crowd on the 25th anniversary, and told them they were "empowered by God and Jesus Christ. It's a 
power not to destroy but to build up." Out of this celebration, the Toronto Catholic District School Board 
initiated a programme in their schools, called "Peace Amen" to nominate Ambassadors of Peace. 

Although many are disappointed that the Peace Garden has been relocated from the middle of Nathan 
Philips Square to the west landscaped area next to Osgoode Hall and the new Law Courts Sculptured 
Gardens, Fr. Massey's desire for social justice did not stop here. 

When Fr. Emmanuel Walakira of Uganda was at the end of his visit with St. Wilfrid's Parish, Fr. Massey 
asked if there was any gift his parish could give him to take back home to his mother. The response came 
back immediately. "A cow," he said. At first the Toronto parishioners laughed at the idea but when Fr. 
Emmanuel went on to explain the crucial role played by cattle in the local economy, they understood that 
the few dollars it cost to buy a cow would provide milk for the children, fertilizer for the crops and, of 
course, meat; it could bring about major changes throughout his entire village. Fr. Massey immediately 
appealed to his parishioners who responded with compassion and generosity donating over $60,000 
toward the new venture. "Everyone saw the need... It was a heartening experience," said Fr. Massey. 

What started with a simple request for a single cow quickly blossomed into an 80 cow herd, funds for essen- 
tials to fight malaria, AIDS, support for the Parish clinic, books, school supplies, farm equipment, and much 
more. Fr. Emmanuel returned home to his village in Uganda with the good news and immediately set out to 
purchase the cows and begin the process of healing the village. Thus began project, Holy Cows. The needs 
of this very poor area did not stop with the purchase of 80 cows. That is why North American Paper Incorpo- 
rated continues to support the goodwill initiative of Fr. Massey and Fr. Emmanuel. The cows have brought a 
sense of hope to the village but the people need more and with the help of North American Paper Incorpo- 
rated and many generous donations, they are helping to build schools and affect more changes to the village. 
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Since that initial project started in 2004-05, there 
is now on the parish property a dorm for 150 girls, 
a classroom block for 600 students, a high 
school, a cafeteria that holds a 1 ,000 students 
with a new kitchen, a science lab, a library that 
holds 400 students and is equipped with 
computers, a clinic attending to those with AIDS 
and malaria, and four apartments for teachers 
and families. Holy cow, not bad. 

Fr. Massey informs us that they have now leased 
land along the Nile River and raise beef cattle to 
pay the expenses of the diocese and schools. If 
you wish to buy a cow, support the clinic or 
school, contact Fr.

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donald mcdougall story 



DONALD MCDOUGALL 1909 -A REMARKABLE JOURNEY FROM DARKNESS TO LIGHT 



Donald McDougall was born in December 1892, came to 
St. Mike's on Bay St. in September 1906 and matriculated 
in June 1909. Financial hardship prevented him from 
continuing his education, and he found work in Sudbury 
at the Mond Nickel Co., which was eventually to merge 
with the International Nickel Company (INCO). 

Any career he might have had in the mining industry was cut 
short by the outbreak of war in Europe in August, 1914. As 
the war on the western front continued taking its appalling 
toll in human lives, and like so many other young men, he 
enlisted for military duty in the Princess Pats Canadian Light 
Infantry (PPCLI) in December, 1915. Following a brief period 
of training in Montreal he was shipped overseas to England 
and then to France in July, 1916. 

His war was a short one. After seeing action at Ypres and the 
Somme he was grievously wounded in battle at Courcelette 
on September 16, suffering the loss of eyesight in both eyes. 



A lesser man might have been condemned to obscurity by 

such a devastating wound. What followed for Donald McDougall was neither the end of hope nor the 

beginning of despair, but a life that can truly be described as remarkable. 

Sent to St. Dunstan's in England, an Institute that specialized in helping blinded veterans to cope with 
their disability, he learned braille (the system of printing in raised letters that enables the blind to read by 
touch), and was trained as a masseur. So accomplished did he quickly become at this art that he was 
appointed to the staff at St. Dunstan's, and at a London military hospital, to teach massage technique 
to other similarly wounded veterans. Returning to Canada in December, 1918, he continued his career 
in massage therapy, opening a private practice in an office on Bloor St. as well as teaching at the CNIB 
and the University of Toronto. He was a founding director and first vice president of the professional 
organization that would evolve to become what is today the Canadian Association of Physiotherapists. 
All the while he was the sole means of support for his mother and four of his five siblings. 

While this work was satisfying, it clearly did not meet his intellectual cravings, and urged by two 
university academics who had been officers in his battalion, in 1922 he entered the University of 
Toronto to pursue a degree in history. In the face of what would seem to have been insurmountable 
difficulties he graduated in 1925 with first class honours. His academic performance had been so 
outstanding that he was awarded a Rhodes Scholarship to continue his studies at Oxford University. 
He was the first St. Michael's College School student to be awarded a Rhodes Scholarship. At Oxford

he continued to display his remarkable abilities, again winning a 
coveted first class standing, and being the first Canadian to do so. 

His university years were not all work and no play. He was a rower, 
a canoeist and an avid hiker. He even took up golf and was written 
of in a Toronto paper as a "blind golfer" who shot 86 for 9 holes at 
the Thornhill Golf Club in July 1923. (59 years later, his 15 year old 
great granddaughter, Meghan McDougall, would post exactly the 
same 86 two days in a row over 18 holes at the same Thornhill 
Golf Club, in the 2009 Toronto Star Invitational). 

In 1929 he accepted the offer of a teaching position in the History 

Department at the University of Toronto, filling a post left vacant 

when his friend Lester B. Pearson moved on to other duties in 

Ottawa. He remained a professor of History at Toronto for the next 

32 years, retiring as professor emeritus in 1962. In addition to his 

teaching duties, he played a formative role in the creation of the 

Canadian Catholic Historical Association. In his retirement he was awarded honourary degrees by the 

University of Toronto and St. Mary's University, Halifax. It was said that a large and prestigious university 

history department could be staffed from his former students who made the teaching of history a career. 




As a member of St. Basil's parish for over 50 years, he was both a friend and a teacher of many 
noteworthy Basilian priests, including Fr. McCorkell, C.S.B., Fr. Ambrose Raftis, C.S.B. and Archbishop 
Cardinal Flahiff, C.S.B. 
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Donald McDougall died on February 29, 1978. The principal 
celebrant at his funeral mass at St. Basil's was Fr. Michael Sheehan, 
C.S.B. and Fr. Walter Principe, C.S.B. was the homilist. 

A McDougall connection at St. Mike's did continue. As many 
grads will remember Donald McDougall's 2nd son Hugh taught at 
St. Mike's from 1960 to 1986, as a history teacher and as vice 
principal for 20 years. His two sons, Brian '84 and Peter '87 are 
graduates. His eldest daughter Elizabeth joined the staff at SMCS 
in 1993 as a French teacher, and is currently the head of the 
Modern Languages Department. A final note of serendipitous 
proportions, Hugh went on to teach the only two other St. Michael's 
College School Rhodes Scholars - Colin Brezicki '65 and Fr. 
Robert Barringer, C.S.B '62. In complimenting granddaughter, 
Meghan, on her golfing ability, Hugh's game is evidence that such 
ability of this kind often skips a generation.

This summer six alumni of St. Michael's College School went as pilgrims to Israel under the aegis of leader 
Fr. Bob Holmes, C.S.B. '54. Accompanying the inspiring Holmes were Don Schmidt '59, Brian Halferty '60, 
Ed Podgorski '68, Mario Calla '" and myself. Luckily for us the pilgrimage was short on nostalgia while 
long on evangelical values. 



Fr. Holmes', C.S.B. pilgrimage was in the heart of 
tradition. It was a thrill for us to walk the shores of 
the Sea of Galilee, the provenance of the synoptic 
gospels; it was great to visit Caesarea and Capernaum 
and indeed Jerusalem. Their connection to Jesus is 
incontestable. However they are not "the true custody 
terra sancta" as Galilean Archbishop Elias Chacour 
reminded us. Those trips, no matter how interesting, 
in the end are dead ends to a moribund Jesus. We 
wanted the living Christ and it was Jesus himself 
who told us where to look. 

It is Matthew's famous last judgment scene where 
Jesus directs us to look for him today. "For I was 
hungry and you gave me something to eat. I was 
thirsty and you gave me something to drink. I was 
a stranger and you invited me in. I needed clothes 
and you clothed me. I was sick and you looked after 
me. I was in prison and you came to visit me." 
(Matthew 25:35,6) 

We discovered once again the true locus of divine 
revelation in the marginalized lives this time of the 
Palestinian people living under occupation. This was 
the pearl of great price, the true Holy land. It did not 
reside in lifeless antiquities or sacred places. It was 
in the "living stones" of those on the margins, the 
oppressed descendants of the apostles.

'Living stones' Basilian pilgrimage was everywhere in evidence if one had biblical eyes to see. It was 
particularly evidenced in the lives of hundreds of thousands of the original inhabitants who had seen 460 
villages bulldozed as they were ethnically cleansed in 1948. These long-suffering people are still there 
waiting for an act of solidarity and acknowledgement of their intolerable situation. 

We met the 'living stones' who were working for peace and reconciliation there — bereaved Israelis and 
Palestinians in the parents' circle (www.theparentscircle.com/), those who have seen their beloved children 
sacrificed on the Moloch of war and say, "No more"; the living stones are young Israeli soldiers who can 
not stomach the price of occupying another people. They are "breaking the silence" 
(www.shovrimshtika.org). The living stones are those rabbis for human rights 
(www.rhr.org. il/index.php?language=en) the rabbinic voice for conscience in Israel who are safeguarding 
authentic universal values and Jewish ethics. The living stones are Christian Peacemakers 
(www.cpt.org/work/palestine) walking Palestinian children to school. The living stones are those 
descendants of the apostles who have inhabited the land for two millennia and who are nonviolently 
refusing their debased status.

STUDENT, TEACHER, ALUMNUS-JUST A MINIBUS AWAY 

50 arrived on the doorstep of a recently opened St. Michael's College School in 
September of 1955. He was in possession of a $50 scholarship from the Catholic Women's League of 
St. Anthony's parish that covered tuition for entry into Grade 9. His first year average of 94% established 
the young inner city student as a Scholastic All-Star in The Tower Yearbook under moderator Fr. 
Maurice Whelan, C.S.B. and a full scholarship worth $60 to cover the Grade 10 tuition fee. 

He went on to continue his higher education at St. Michael's College within the University of Toronto 
where he graduated with a degree in Geography. He subsequently earned a Type "A" Teaching Certificate 
through the Ontario College of Education. 

McDermott attended the 1964 Teachers' Job Fair at the Park Plaza Hotel in Toronto. While roaming the 
halls, he was invited to chat with officials from the Northumberland County School Board — and was 
offered a position as teacher/department head in Geography at Bowmanville High School. "The interview 
was all over in 10-minutes," remembers McDermott. "I walked away with a yearly salary of $4500. I 
couldn't even remember whether I was going to be teaching in Bowmanville or Beamsville!" 

Two years later, Barry was scheduled to move to North Toronto Collegiate. He recalls: "I used to play 
Saturday morning hockey with the St. Mike's teachers. While sitting on the player's bench between line 
changes, the principal, Fr. Neil Smith C.S.B. '48, asked me to speak with him after the game. He 
immediately offered me a job in an expanding Geography Department with Jack Fenn '54. It was a 
proud moment. I could not have been happier!" Over the next three decades, the department was to 
welcome many fine teachers including Fr. Gordon Kennedy, C.S.B. (pastor at Sacred Heart Parish in 
Teeswater, Ontario), Paul Forbes (Guidance Counsellor at SMC), Paul Crawford (Superintendent of 
Education in Mississauga), John Mackle (Director of Education for the Peterborough County Catholic 
School Board) and Anthony Zanardo (current teacher/department head at SMC). 

The years passed quickly and then the decades. Along the way, Barry McDermott and John Nix, both 
first year teachers at the school, coached the bantam Baby Blues to a TDCAA football championship 
led by quarterback Rob Grossi '64. Barry recalls that "the team received championship jackets from 
the Quarterback Club under President Gerry Fullan— a group of alumni and parents that raised funds 
for the school through Thursday Night Bingos and an annual November Turkey Roll. It was my first 
team jacket. I must have worn that windbreaker for 20-years or more!" 

Vince Pagano and Barry McDermott launched the very successful St. Michael's Blues baseball 
program in the late 1980's. The initial seasons were special for both coaches as their sons, Patrick 
McDermott '89 and Matt Pagano '89, were worthy contributors to the team as a pitcher and catcher 
respectively. Another member of the club at that time was shortstop/pitcher Jeff Zownir '88 — now a 
Science teacher and the coach of both the senior baseball and basketball teams at St. Mike's. 
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Among the most loyal supporters over the years were Fr. Bud Cullen, C.S.B. '36, Fr. Jim Enright, 
C.S.B. '42, Fr. Dan Zorzi C.S.B. and Blue Jays radio broadcaster Jerry Howarth. 

McDermott likes to fondly recall his role as Commissioner of the SMC House League Hockey program 
through the 1970's. "Every homeroom had a team and registration was usually around 300 students. 
Competition was spirited and Vice Principal and sports' enthusiast, Hugh McDougall always arranged 
for shorter periods to accommodate the hundreds of spectators on Championship Day!" 

Barry McDermott was carrying the dual role of Geography Teacher/Department Head and Arena Manager 
when he retired in 1997. Since then, he has returned to St. Michael's periodically as an extended contract 
teacher, supply teacher and a private tutor of Geography and Mathematics. "I have also enjoyed some 
wonderful travel over the past decade" he adds. "With colleagues and spouses, we have ventured to 
New Zealand with Gerry Marlborough '59 and explored seven major league baseball stadiums from 
Boston south to Washington with Dan Nicholson. Throw in four European junkets as well." 

Today Barry is active as a free lancer in the tourism sector. He leads groups around Toronto on busses 
and streetcars, by bicycle and on foot. Niagara Falls is another major destination. Visit 
www.toursbylocals.com. The veteran teacher likes to describe these activities "as field trips" — a 
natural outgrowth of his time at St. Michael's that now spans 55-years! 

Indeed, the connection still exists! The school recently purchased a new 24-passenger minibus and 
now Barry provides service as a "designated supply driver" for class trips and sports teams.

As I look back over my life and time at St. Mike's, I find many reasons to give back to a school which 
has given me so much. I am a teacher now with the Toronto District School Board working at 
Rivercrest Junior School in Etobicoke. I have been teaching for 16 years and I feel more energized 
than I ever have as a teacher. 

I chose to make this bequest to St. Mike's for a number of reasons. First of all, I wanted to honour my 
parents, Mansueto and Ida, who are both deceased, for always supporting me and encouraging me 
to study and work hard. They always use to say, "La zappa e dura," which roughly translated to 
"Tilling the soil is hard work." They were both immigrants from Italy who had earned a Grade 5 
education. My mom was especially proud that I attended St. Mike's and became a teacher. Secondly, 
as a teacher I continue to 'pass on the torch' of the importance of education and a strong work ethic 
to my students. One of my former students at Rivercrest, Alex, now attends St. Mike's. His mother 
once told me that she could see the similarities in my teaching style with the teaching staff at St. 
Mike's. I guess the St. Mike's spirit travels with you! Thirdly, I was encouraged to attend St. Mike's by 
my Grade 8 teacher, but the concern was that I would not be able to afford it. My dad passed away 
when I was in Grade 5, and there were financial concerns. I didn't have to pay the first two years; I 
got a part time job, and St. Mike's did the rest to support my family financially so that I was able to 
graduate. So if I can help others to have the same opportunities, I felt I needed to do it. St. Mike's 
has always been a very special part of my life and my family. A number of the friends that I met there 
have truly become my brothers. For example, at my mother's funeral in January of 2010, four out of 
six of the pallbearers were from the class of 1987. These are the reasons why I decided to establish

1930's 

Fr. Ronald Cullen, C.S.B. '32 passed away on July 1 1 , 2010 at Anglin House in Toronto at the age of 94. 

Fr. Ron grew up in the Sunnyside/Parkdale area of Toronto during the depression. He was ordained in 1941 
and spent four years at SMCS and the next four years at Catholic Central High School in Detroit, Michigan. 
From here, he moved to Assumption High School in Windsor, his home for the next 55 years. When his health 
and eye sight began to fail he moved to Anglin House in Toronto where he remained until his death. It was not 
unusual to have some of his former students and athletes from several Canadian and U.S. cities visit him and 
reminisce about the days gone by and to receive his counsel. 

Fr. Cullen, C.S.B. was both a simple and complex man. He was a priest first and a coach second. The values 
that he championed during his lifetime - self discipline, team work, dedication, humility, loyalty, sacrifice and 
service to others, defined the man. His players knew him to be a strong disciplinarian who could bring out the 
very best in an individual. He could take an average team and turn them into champions. His practices were 
legendary but for all his toughness he also had a sense of humour and genuinely cared for his players, often 
spending time with them on matters unrelated to the playing field or rink. For Fr. Ron, it was not always about 
winning but asking his players to be the best they could be. He pushed players to their limits and often came 
up with remarkable results. He saw sports as a vehicle to make his athletes better people. 

As a baseball and hockey coach at Assumption High School, Fr. Cullen's C.S.B. teams won countless 
championships at the city, provincial and national levels and he became a sports icon in the Windsor/ 
Detroit area. The City of Windsor recognized his contribution to baseball and named a baseball field in his 
honour. He was one of the first inductees into the Windsor and Essex County Hall of Fame in 1982 and in 
1996 he was inducted into the Canadian Baseball Hall of Fame. Several of the players he coached went 
on to play in the National Hockey League as well as professional baseball. Others went on to successful 
careers in the business world, medicine and law. To those who played for him he left an indelible mark. 

Fr. Cullen, C.S.B. was interned in the Basilian Plot at Holy Cross Cemetery in Thornhill. He was 
pre-deceased by his sister Doreen and brother, Fr. Bud Cullen '36 who died in 2008. Condolences are 
extended to his brothers Raymond and Fr. Dermott, C.S.B. '43

Neil Longlade '53, passed away on March 25th, 2010. Neil was the former president and CEO of Clyne &

become a Basilian and later in his career was the recipient of The Order of Canada. Neil was a strong 
supporter of St. Michael's College. He attended daily mass and communion. His strong moral principles were 
formed at St. Mike's. He leaves his wife Elizabeth (Tucker), five children and six grand children. 
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S. J. '52. passed away at Rene Goupil House (Jesuit Infirmary) Pickering, Ontario on 
Friday, September 17, 2010 in the seventy-seventh year of his life and fifty-sixth year of religious life. Don 
was born on December 1 , 1933, son of Vincent Flynn and Elizabeth (Doyle) in Toronto, Ontario. After five 
years at St. Michael's College School, he entered the Society of Jesus. He taught French language and 
literature mainly at Campion College in Regina from 1961 to 1964 and again in 1970 through to 1995. He 
worked in Quebec City and Montreal. He will be missed by his family and his Jesuit companions.

Fr. Thomas Day '54. After a memorable Mass one summer day at Marygrove camp for girls, Fr. 
Thomas Day got choked up as the children presented him with a camp sweatshirt. 

"He had a tear in his eye," recalls Louise Coutu, of the Society of St. Vincent de Paul. "To me, that exemplified 
what he was always talking about, that Jesus loves children and they love each other and everything is 
going to be okay," she said. Fr. Day, Marygrove's beloved former chaplain who served in Toronto's parishes 
for 48 years, died on May 22, 2010, at South Lake Regional Health Centre in Newmarket, Ont. "He did so 
much to have people understand that rich or poor, privileged or not, we're all seen as equal and we just all 
have responsibility to help each other out," Coutu said. "The kids loved him. He called them his little 
angels. After every Mass, he'd give them high fives and (the kids) always sang a cheer for him." 

Msgr. Brad Massman of St. Paul's Basilica said, Day, a former pastor at St. Paul's, would be remembered for 
how much he cared for the poor. In 1989 he founded the Cardinal Carter Breakfast Club for children, now in 
its 21st year at St. Paul's. Almost a decade later, Fr. Day oversaw the restoration of St. Paul's to its 19th- 
century splendour, and in 2000 was present when Pope John Paul II dedicated St. Paul's as a minor basilica. 

Fr. Day served as a chaplain of the Ontario Provincial Police for many years and also acted as a separate 
school trustee. He was ordained to the priesthood on June 2, 1962 by Archbishop Philip Pocock. He 
served as pastor at St. Teresa's in Etobicoke, St. Boniface in Scarborough and St. Paul's Basilica in 
Toronto.
